BLAME IT ON THE BIKE RIDERS By Barbara Adams Dahm 


A motorcycle may be a means of transportation, a sport, or a way of life. But 
whatever it is it always seems to have a bigger-than-life quality, The motorcycle 
rider is a symbol of freedom and power. The cyclist is the modern version of the 
legendary horseman of the past who rode with the wind against his face to do im- 
possible deeds (both good and bad) and win the envy of those who watched from a 
position of “safety,” 

Whether it be riding around the neighborhood, to a job, along the freeway flying 
“colors,” or in grueling competition, the motorcycle rider is apart from the crowd 
and the crowd is ready to be impressed, 

Four receat movies which purported to describe the life and times of the outlaw 
cyclist have grossed more than $65 million (after being made at a total cost of less 
than $1.5 million), None of them made any effort at accuracy or realism, It doesn’t 
seem to matter, The motorcycle is enough, The legend is real. 

Legend and real life have equally small regard for accuracy and realism, sor 
example the following true story; Last Sunday the local police raided a love-in at 
Griffith Park in Los Angeles, Monday morning a local radio station announced 
“motorcycle gangs ee been attacking the hippies andpolice were called in to protect 
the flower children,” A’¢heck with the radio station revealed that they had no know- 
ledge of which ‘‘motorcycle gang’’ was involved, ox which members....or even where 
they obtained the information that one had been involved. A spokesman for the station 
said “I’m sure it was the Hell’s Angels they were referring to, or some group like 
that.’’ When I observed'that even the Hell’s Angels and the hippies have lately main- 
tained a good relationship, he equivocated. «Well, not the whole group, just some 
individuals, maybe,” = 

The police department reported that they didn't know how many of the nearly 
eighty pecple arrested rode cycles (if any) but there was one person known to be a 
motorcyclist. He was described as wearing a cut-ff jacket with some emblems but 
no club insignia, “He saif he was not a member of any club,” a policeman said. 
‘«But he looked like an/outiaw rider,” 

I talked with some of the people in charge of the love-inS, It wasn’t the bikers,’’ 
was their instant reply. “They have been coming to the love-ins all the time but have 
never caused any trouble, Even in the July near-riot when some of the Hell's Angels 
were arrested it wasn’t them who started the trouble, 

“It is the outsiders, They come to agitate. They try to start trouble with the 
bikers, They know the riders will fight back if they're pushed too far. Even the 
straight people who comie around...they get into fights and they are really out for 
blood. 

“The bikers come with their girls and sometimes even their children and they 
mind their own business. If we need anything they help us. They never give us any 
trouble, It’s always the outsiders who make trouble,’’

QUESTION: J have an early model 

650cc Triumph that has 
the small main bearing on the timing 
case side, When I tried to force the 
bearing out it broke the retaining 
ting that contains a circlip which 
holds the bearing in place, Can I 
install the bearing without the cir- 
clip? C.H. — Van Nuys, Calif. 


ANSWER: ves, you can. I suggest 

you put locktite on the 
bearing race to afford an extra guar 
antee that the bearing will not re- 
volve. 


QUESTION: My carburetor slides are 
sticking open at speed 
and I have lubricated them, yet it 
does no good. What can I do to stop 
this? B.K. — Baldwin Park, Calif. 


ANSWER: Find the real reason first. 

If your carburetors are 
bolted down with an uneven pressure 
it could distort the carb body and 
create the problem you now have. 
Also check that the cable is well 
lubricated and not binding. It may be 
necessary to reroute it. 

Possibly one of the springs that 
controls slide action is not seated 
properly and is binding. Remove the 
slides and check for high spots, 
these can be relieved by buffing 
with fine emery. 


QUESTION: J. recently washed my 

bike and flooded the 
magneto. There is still water in the 
mag. case. How can 1 dry it without 
taking the mag. off? A friend sug- 
gested I heat the mag. with a torch 
and evaporate tie water. Is this 
okay? B.B.(before battery)-San Diego

The 
Carbon Tet. will readily combine 
with the water and create very rapid 
evaporation. No harm will be done to 
internal parts.

Adams introduced 
Bill Berry who went to the table to read 


structure of the AMA to start in 1968 
with a new Competition Committee and 
Board of Trustees. Elections for this 
new Congress will take place on January 
11, 1968 with each District being allowed 
to vote for their representation. There 
will be a professional sidehack class 
next year but the proposed big change of 
engine limit going down to 350cc’s has 
been postponed until 1971.

A motion was then 
made by Mike Parti (Sidehack Assoc.) and 
seconded that the protest not be allowed 
as it was illegal in that it had not fol- 
lowed these rules. A representative 
asked what was it all about anyway and 
Bill Adams read the protest from the 
Powder Puff Association. 

Following the reading of this and 
bringing out the fact that the protest was 
not on the Bay Mare event, several re- 
presentatives including Tom Ruddy 
(Rams) said it was only Competition 
Committee business and should have been 
left for them to handle, Adams therefore 
did not accept the motion and the protest 
is back to the Competition Committee 
pending the hearing. 

Nominations and finally voting for the 
1968 officers was done and officers for 
next year will be: President, Ron Sloan;

The Gripsters M.C. weregiventhe go- 
ahead to charge a $10 entry fee for their 
big event next year to beheldat Elsinore 
on February 10 and 11.

The last week-end of October 
each year thousands of motor- 
cycles roll out of their hiding 


places and, as if called by some 
unheard piper, converge on Death 
Valley, California. 


At first it’s only a trickle of ma- 
chines starting from the far corners 
of the continent. The trickle soon be- 
comes tributaries, flowing along the 
main highways. Approaching the Valley, 
the tributaries merge, forming rivers 
of flashing, roaring machines and 
leather-clad riders, as the road riders 
make their annual pilgrimage to Mecca. 

Spectators along the roads leading to 
the Valley notice a few more motor- 
cycles on the road than usual on Friday 
morning. These few increase innumber, 
until by Friday afternoon, there is a 
parade of cycles going’ by. The proces- 
sion continued through the night, gaining 
in numbers. By Saturday morning, there 
is a motorcycle every hundred feet for 
miles on every road leading to the 
Valley. 

To ride in this pageant is a never-to- 
be-forgotten thrill for anyone who loves 
bikes, Almost as soon as you leave

home, you encounter other motorcycles, 
loaded down with camping gear andgoing 
your way. As you ride you are joined 
by others, their numbers steadily in- 
creasing as you approach Death Valley. 
Off in the distance you see other parades 
on other highways. The roads join, and 
you are surrounded by roaring Harleys, 
smoothly purring BMW’s, and humming 
Hondas and Yamahas. You stop in a 
small town for gas. Bikes are every- 
where, the music of their engines fills 
the air, almost making theground shake, 
and your skin tingles with excitement. 

If you paid the entry fee, you join the 
lines at the check points to get your map 
stamped, When you reach. the Run’s 
destination at Furance Creek Ranch, 
you line up and receive your souvenir 
cigarette lighter, pin, tour award patch, 
draw a number for the Sweepstakes 
Trophy, and deposit your ticket for a 
chance at winning the new Harley XLCH 
to be awarded later. 

The traffic jam of motorcycles at 
Furnace Creek Ranch is hard to believe. 
Each year the Run draws about 3,000 
riders who pay-the $3 entry fee. Another 
4,000 free-loaders come along just for 
the ride. Counting motorcycle passen- 
gers and people who came in cars and 
camper trucks, the total crowd was 
estimated at 10,000 people. 

Why do 10,000 people leave their 
homes and charge off to the middle of 
nowhere? This is hard to explain toany- 
one who doesn't like the outdoors, camp- 
ing, and motorcycles. Part of the at- 
traction is getting out of the crowded 
cities, out where the air is clean, where 
the view stretches past tan hills dotted 
with sage, past dark red, purple, choco- 
late and black mountains to the horizon. 

Another part of the attraction is the 
fun of taking part in the world's largest 
motorcycle event, and enjoying the com-

the destination. Then there’s the oppor- 
tunity to enter the many contests, per- 
haps to win one of the coveted Death 
Valley Tour Trophies.

year, but whatever the reason, it’s a 
soul-satisfying experience. 

After you arrive at Furnace Creek 
and sign in, there are so many attrac- 
tions you have the urge to run in three 
directions at once. There are oldfriends 
to look for, events to enter or watch, 
sometimes several going on at once, 
and all kinds of interesting motorcycles 
to inspect. The Run draws every kind of 
motorcycle known, as well as some that 
haven’t even been classified yet. For 
example, would you believe a motor- 
cycle with a steering wheel and a back

seat? Besides the gleaming stock and 
customized machines, there are class- 
ics, and antiques dating back to 1906. 
All bikes have to be ridden past the 
check points to be officially entered in 
the judging events. The owners of the 
antique bikes usually haul their rare old 
models to the first check point, and ride 
them in to the finish from there. Some 
of the bikes were so old, they had bi- 
cycle pedals as well as engines. One of 
the ancient bikes gave the owner so 
much trouble, he finally gave up trying 
to repair it, and pedaled it to the finish

line. 
Regardless of the vintage of the ma- 
chines, there was plenty of roadside 
tinkering going on, as many found their 
machines that ran fine around home 
weren’t in shape for a cross-country 
trip. 

There were a lot of exotic looking 
choppers with ape-hanger bars on the 
run, piloted by wild-looking riders, but 
they didn’t cause any trouble. Anyone 
who rides the Death Valley Tour can’t be 
all bad. 

This year’s schedule of events was 
held in a large field behind the gas 
station, rather than in the center of the 
Ranch building area as in years past. 
Last year, two cycles collided in front 
of the Ranch, and one burned, making 
the Ranch management a little worried 
about their buildings. When you’re about 
100 miles from the nearest city, it 
doesn’t do much good to call the fire 
department. The change of location was 
an improvement, providing much more 
room for spectators and events. 

Only four members of the Victor 
McLaglen Drill Team were able to 
make the Run this year, but they put on 
a terrific show of high speed stunts and 
balancing acts. The field was very rough 
and bumpy, and several times the crowd 
gasped as a Drill Team member lost

Following the Drill Team Show, a 
National Monument Ranger presented an 
interesting illustrated talk, starting at 
6 p.m, at the Visitor Center, 

There were so many activities crowd- 
ed into Saturday afternoon, that it was 
nearly impossible to take in everything.

In 1849, a wagon train of immigrants 
blundered into the Valley. This was in 
the days before genuine, dependable 
Harley-Davidsons, and they had a bad 
trip; 19 perished. As they made their 
way out, they cursed the place and 
cried out ‘*Goodbye, Death Valley.” 
The name stuck, but how times have 
changed, Now, as the thousands of 
motorcyclists leave on their way back 
home each year, they may say ‘‘Good- 
bye Death Valley," but it's with a 
smile, a wave, and a promise to return 
next year. 


As the riders left for various desti- 
nations, they were already making plans 
to attend the 15th Annual Death Valley 
Tour next year.

ley is now **custom-by-crash.'' 

What kind of town is Ensenada? Imagine 
if you took San Francisco's Fisherman's 
Wharf, scenes from Van Goh's paintings, 
a little bit of the wild west and a lot of 
South El Monte and placed them in a 
miniature bay like a many-faceted jewel 
in a plain bronze setting and that would 
be Ensenada. The city was sparkling 
with fiestas honoring the 365th anniver- 
sary of its discovery by Spanish explorer 
Sebastian Viscaino, After the best-look- 
ing motorcycles and riders were selected 
by Ensenada Chief of Police Camacho, 
a representative of the Governor, and 
head of the Dept. of Tourism Sr. Emelio 
Mendez (again assisted by the Ace of 
Clubs), the riders spread out to enjoy 
the fiestas. There were cockfights all 
Saturday night, horse races on the beach, 
Mexican rodeos, music, dancing, base- 
ball games between the Mexicans and 
the Americans, more sightseeing than 
an eye could stand in only one weekend 
and the shops and entertainments that 
annually attract thousands `of U.S, tour- 
ists across the Baja border. 

At 10 a.m. on Sunday, the grand par- 
ade lined up downtown and, in charming 
Mexican fashion, paraded leisurely 
through Ensenda. Held to a walking 
pace to accommodate the horses, flower- 
decked floats and antique cars (which 
were also having a convention in town) 
the parade soon bored the cycle riders 
and so they turned off at the main plaza 
and put on their own fiesta.

Blessed with beautiful blue skies and 
a good rider turnout, the Bakersfield 
(Calif.) Sprockets’ monthly bash was a 
huge success on October 29. Many rid- 
ers who have not made an appearance 
in Bakersfield in recent months took 
over where they left off, winning.

The Open Expert moto was strictly 
a wire to wire, no sweat cruise for 
Butch Turner (Triumph). Jeff Sperry 
(H-D) and Sid Payne (Matchless) did 
everything in their power to do Turner 
in, but they didn’t even come close. 

Motorcycle racers have got to be a 
dedicated lot. A gentleman with the un- 
likely name of Storme Winter drove 625 
miles from Eureka, California to take on 
the local Open Amateurs with his Har- 
ley. Storme got the job done, picked up 
his trophy, and drove back. That’s dedi- 
cation, Bob Leppek came in second ahead 
of fellow Triumph rider Ron Spillman, 
who tried the forty-inchers for the first 
time. Had it not been for a faulty engine 
in the first moto, Leppek might have 
taken first, but this just wan’t his day. 

Kawasaki owners and dealers had 
Plenty to shout about. No less than three 
class winners were **Saki" mounted. 
Richard ‘Rip’? Sweaney of Riverside 
took his 120 (squeezed down to 100cc's 
to comply with District 37 rules) to an 
easy win in the Novice main. Sweaney 
won by a good fifty yards over Craig 
Ingalls, who was busy fighting it out 
with Tom Cooper for the second spot. 

Ron Tobey blasted all foes in the 
Amateur class. Ron rode 2 very fast 
120 to victory in two out of the three 
motos.

Lap times are fast, Rall, 
Gaskill, Markel and Breeding are test- 
ing the track and one another...then the 
plot thickens. Markel raises his hand 
and pulls out of the pack. Disaster — 
the faithful XLR drops an exhaust valve 
in the rear cylinder. 

Is he through for the day? No!! Down 
through the pits, pushing a beautiful 
H-D CH street job comes one of the 
faithful Markel fans. ‘‘Take her, Bart, 
she's yours to use.’’ ‘‘Thanks pardner'', 
says ole Champ as he reaches for an- 
other wrench. With Rich Pearson and 
John Zwerican assisting, Markel wheels 
a hybrid out for qualifications. Rall has 


already broken last year’s track record 
of 25.20 seconds with a lap at 25.08. 
Breeding turns in a lap at 25.30. Bart 
rolls off the line, and tours the track in 
time of 24.67 seconds for a new track 
record. 

Novice Dick Ary of Piqua, Ohio, by 
posting the fastest scratch heat, Amateur 
Ted Kieper of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, 
with a lap at 25.66 and Markel, are 
awarded gold wristwatches and in addi- 
tion Bart also receives a check for 
$25.00 for the new track record. 

Novice heats are dominated by Rodger 
Lapart of Mansfield, Ohio and Cecil Jones 
from Indianaplis, Indiana, both Bultaco- 
mounted. Amateur heats go to George 
Singler, out of Medina, Ohio on a Tri- 
umph, and to Sam Ingram from Indiana- 
polis, Indiana, on a BSA, Expert heats 
belong to Markel and Al Gaskill, the 
Michigan hotshots. 

The Novice final, with seven Bultacos 


and one Ducati, goes to Dick Ary riding 
a 200cc Bultaco, who edges out Rodger 
Lapart with a last lap, last turn dash to 
Duke Pennell’s checkered flag. 

The Expert final, with eight of the top 
Expert riders in the Midwestern United 
States, hit the first turn in a ball of 
elbows and handlebars, up the back- 
stretch with Breeding, Markel, Rall, 
Gaskill, and Lyons all drawing a bead 
on the leading role. Lap four, Markel 
dives under Breeding while Rall tries to 
pass them both on the outside rim of the 
banked track.

You could see them, far in the distance, two tiny figures on iden- 
tical white Yamahas screaming down the long straightaway and plum- 
metüng into the wide banked turn one at Vaca Valley Raceway as if 


tied by an elastic string. 

Heeled hard over, fighting the bumps 
in the cracked asphalt, they blazed 
through the turn, Ron Grant of San 
Mateo and Ron Pierce of Bakersfield, 
putting on their own show of close dic- 
ing at its best, 

At speeds of nearly 100 mph they 
fought tooth and nail, their two ma- 
chines rarely more than 20 feet from 
each other, the space between them ex- 
panding, then closing, expanding as they 
came off the banking, then closing again 
as they braked for the tight left hander 
at turn two and the right hand turn three. 

Upshifts and downshifts sounded like 
one machine — a series of rising cre- 
scendoes stopping suddenly for an in- 
stant, then rising again as second, third 
and fourth gears were engaged, then 
fading as the machines vanished into the 
Vacaville heat, 

It was one exciting race, the 250cc 
Grand Prix Main Event at Vaca Valley 
Raceway on October 29, if only for the 
tremendous one-two battle for the lead, 

Farther back Geoff Ryan on a Bultaco 
TSS was holding off the rest of the pack, 
zapping through the turn six hairpin like 
2 man possessed, hanging all over the 
Screaming machine and getting around 
quickly indeed, 

The other super-exciting race of the 
day was the 15-lap Production race for 
350 and over machines, a 1-2 sweep for 
the new Bridgestone GTR, 

As they come from the factory, these 





machines are very softly suspended but 
with the rear shocks transferred to their 
stiffer rear mounting positions and a 
racing tire on the back wheel, all sorts 
of great things happen and they really 
storm, 

As the pack went screaming into turn 
One on the first lap, Nick Theroux, who 
rides for Jack’s Go-Shop in San Bruno, 
was first on one GTR, followed by Jerry 
Greene of Berkeley on another Bridge- 
stone and Jim Keyes carrying the Kawa- 
saki colors in third place. 

Pouring it on, Theroux worked out a 
good lead for himself in the first few 
laps only to begin losing it as Greene 
and Keyes redoubled their efforts, 

At about the halfway mark, Greene had 
pushed his Bridgestone into first place 
and Keyes had gotten his Kawasaki past 
Theroux and into second, 

But Theroux was far from beaten, and 
somewhere he seemed to find another 
ounce of performance and began creeping 
up on the two men who had passed him, 

As the race approached the two-thirds 
point he passed Keyes and the two waged 
a furious duel until Keyes overdid it on 
turn two, and took the slip road, revving 
his Avenger madly to avoid fouling 
plugs, then swerving around and back 
onto the track only to find Tom Mc 
Elhatton on a Yamaha 350 on the scene 
and hoping to snatch third place. 

Keyes and McElhatton scratched off 
into the distance while Theroux pursued

Many exciting races and many determined riders competed at the AFM’s Vaca Valley road race, 


Greene, finally getting outside him at 
turn five and zapping in underneath him 
as the two made the approach to the 
hairpin, 

Theroux kept the lead that time, with 
Greene second, Keyes third and Mc 
Elhatton fourth. 

The Open Grand Prix event found Ron 
Grant mounted on the Precision Ma- 
chining Honda 450 that Art Baumann rode 
with such stunning success at the AMA 
National at Indianapolis this summer, 





Wailin’ Walt Fulton wound up third in the 
Open Class Grand Prix on his Harley KR, 
behind Ron Grant (Honda) and Tom Steele 
(Triumph), 


and Southern California ace Walt Fulton 
on what was rumored to be a **factory"' 
KR flathead road racer. 

But the threat to Grant and the fleet 
Honda was not fated to come from 
Milwaukee, but from Tom Steele’s pow- 
erful Triumph Bonneville. Steele got on 
Grant's tail, and although he found it 
impossible to catch him, he wasn't 
being shaken off, either, 

Fulton found himself in third place 
and losing nearly two seconds per lap, 
but managing to stay ahead of Art 
Bernheisel’s thundering Harley Sport- 
Ster and Phil Makanna's Norton Manx. 

Despite a great deal of very hard 
riding, they finished like that; Grant, 
Steele, Fulton, Bernheisel and Makanna.

Action in the 250cc GP class began 
with Ron Pierce grabbing the early lead 
for two laps, only to retire with a blown

placed second only to Mike Hailwood in 
a major GP race a couple of years 
ago. Dick Kilgroe copped third on a 
hot Suzuki. 


$250 250-1000cc Grand Prix 


Ken Clark's immaculate Triumph Me- 
tisse carried him very swiftly to first 
in the 20-lap money race. Hard-driving 
Clutch Cargo on his production BSA 
pulled in a well-executed second. 

Early in the 250 money race Buddy 
Parriott came charging down the back 
straight and found himself going 40 mph 
too fast to take the oncoming turn. Into 
the chain link fence he went at 50 mph, 
breaking the masonite boards that had 
been tacked on. Two steel poles bowed 
quickly as bike and rider went com- 
pletely underneath, but to the amaze- 
ment of all Buddy popped up and walked 
away. The Yamaha surprisingly suffered 
little more damage as they wheeled it 
away from the less fortunate fence. 

An even less fortunate situation de- 
veloped when Buddy’s friends couldn’t 
find an ambulance in attendance and 
took him to be checked over them- 
selves. No, it wasn’t a case of poor 
eyesight; there was no ambulance there. 
Period. 

The only other casualty of the day 
was Steve McLaughlin's escapade with a 
borrowed Suzuki that was bored out to 
297cc, with Ceriani forks and dual front 
disc brakes. The brakes were the point 
of undoing as he came into turn four at 
the end of the back straight. Steve came 
out all right but the bike suffered a 
shattered fairing and scrapes to assort- 
ed shiny components. 
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Number One, Buddy Parriott, unloaded In the 
*money race" and found himself and his ma- 
chine wedged under a chain tink fence. 


All in all, the last three races of the 
afternoon provided good action to offset 
the rather blah beginning with the wind 
and all. Next AFM race is scheduled at 
Orange County Raceway on November 5.

FIRST Arnie heard the engine, 
blocks away, whining through the 
gears, growing louder as it ap- 
proached.

He approached the bike as a 
curious customer in a showroom 
might; just looking, thanks. It was 
bigger, heavier than the little cycie 
which had so impressed him last 
summer when he bought it, but now 
seemed inadequate to the role he 
wanted to play. He swung his leg 
over the saddle and felt the warm 
engine between his knees. The bars 
were thick and powerful like Charles 
Atlas mail order shoulders, and 
Arie knew it was unlocked. The 
rider would be listening to the music 
upstairs. The parking lot was de- 
serted. This was the chance Arnie 
had waited for. His heart beating 
loudly, he rolled the bike down the 
slight incline to the alley, hoping 
the click ofthe chain would not give 
him away.

It purred like a 
contended kitten when Willy tickled 
its adjustments, but it could balk 
like a stubborn donkey if its needs 
were not met. 

Although its racing days were 
over, it was a thoroughbred and 
liked to run proud and fast. It shook 
off things like road equipment the 
way a puppy shakes off a ribbon.

She'd probably 
have preferred a sporty car. And she 
leaned the wrong way on turns and 
climbed on and off awkwardly. But 
the cycle performed perfectly while 
it gleefully spattered her back with 
chain oil, and refrained from burning 
her ankle with its exhaust pipe, àl- 
though the temptation was hard to 
resist. 

Then Willy ungratefully parked 


and left without so much as a back- 


ward glance to see if the cycle was 
comfortable. Didn’t even turn off the 
tank tap, he was so enthralled with 
his pretty passenger. What was a 
poor motorcycle to do? 

58G began to feel bitchy. Then it 
felt an unfamiliar rump onits seat, 
Strange hands on its bar. It could 
tell from the touch that this was not 
just acasualadmirer—it was a thief! 

The motorcycle could have 
thwarted the thief. It could fall over 
with a great clatter and frighten him 
away. Then Willy would come back 
to find it on its side, perhaps a 
handlegrip scuffed off, belching 
gasoline, and feel sorry for it and 
angry at the tamperer. The hell with 
him. Was he thinking about me when 
he turned me up to: 6500 in third to 
impress that chick? Let him get 
along withoutme for a while and see 
how he likes it. This guy wants me. 
I'll go along with him. So long, Willy.. 

And 58G slipped silently down 
the lane. 

TERRY Marshall found the jazz 
exciüng, especially the thick notes 
of the saxophone that seemed larger 
than the musician blowing it. hc 
relished the pleasure all the more 





when he reflected that he should 
have stayed home tonight and 
straightened out the association's 
records. But Will's call had been a 
welcome distraction. And when he 
suggested that they meet at the 
jazz club, Terry had to smile. Some- 
one had told Will about Terry’s weak 
spot, all right. Somehow, to him, 
motorcycle riding and jazz seemed 
to have a lotin common. Will agreed.. 

Even Terry's wife, whose taste 
tended more toward cowboy music, 
was having a good time. It was like 
this in the old days when he called 
for Becky at her mother's house and 
they would ride together to The Sty 
on the edge of town and drink beer 
andlaugh with the other cycle hounds 
and ride off in packs to the cafe 
down the road or the picnic grounds 
by the river. Ah, the fun they used 
to have. He would have to tell Will 
about it. Wonder where he's gone?

(Later trouble shooting found the jets 
had been changed for fuel in only one 
carburetor, thus one cylinder could not 
get enough nitro to fire a pop gun.) 

Richards and Tony Dodge were 
matched against Smith in round one, as 
the roadster drew a single run. Joe 
Smith’s once starving engine nowgorged 
itself with enough fuel to defeat the 
Triumph.

The next round found four wheels vs 
two. Smith and the Roadster changed 
lead in that short quarter more times 
than the roadrace pros at a 100 miler. 
Smith reached the finish lights first in 
10.47 seconds, turning 136.57 miles 
per hour. 

Triumph gas dragster racing was 
headed by Jerrie Nance and the new 
formed team of Tupper and Lange. 


Lange proved to George Tupper that 
he deserves a permanent spot as rider, 
by winning the 3 foot class trophy. 


Mrs. Johnnie Eastes held her hus- 
band’s Harley and carried the ‘‘choke

"WE COMPETE 
BECAUSE WE 
LOVE ITI”

The Puget Sound are of the Pacific 
Northwest is an area just beginning to 
come into its own. It is a growing area 
and like all growing areas much of its 
economic progress can be traced dir- 
ectly to its small, independent busi- 
nessmen, Jack Enderson, owner of the 
Burien Honda motorcycle sales in Seat- 
tle, Washington, is one of the independent 
businessmen very much involved inhelp- 
ing the Puget Sound area reach its full 
economic potential, 

A quiet, extremely casual man, Ender- 
son is an avid supporter of competitive 
motorcycling. ‘‘Competition is the life 
blood of the whole motorcycle industry,’’ 
he commented. ‘I competed for fifteen 
years and wouldn’t trade a moment of 
that time for anything anyone could offer 
me. During those fifteen years I made 
friends all across the United States. I 
have a son twenty years old — in the 
Marines now and headed for Vietnam — 
who rode in competition events, The 
things he learned in those events will 
help him all his life. I know that I 
learned a lot about myself while sitting 
on a competition bike,” 

In the Pacific Northwest area, Ender- 
son and Burien Honda support over fifty 
annual motorcycling events. Two top 
riders in the Seattle area get their 
rides from Burien Honda. In 1966, Dan 
Holton won the number one rating in the 
Novice class. This year, moving up to 
the Amateur class, Holton was the num- 
ber one Amateur in the state of Wash- 
ington, He placed third at the Castle 
Rock Nationals, and also won the indoor 
championship at Woodenside. Another 
top rider for Burien Honda, Roger Stan- 
ley, finished the 1967 season ranking 
second in the Novice class in the state 
of Washington. 

“We compete because we love it," 
said Enderson. ‘Sure, it is good ad- 
vertising to back a stable of winning 
bikes and riders but there is no such 
thing as coming out ahead financially 
for a dealer. It takes a lot of time and 
money to engage regularly in serious 
competition, And we don't spend that 
lime. and money because we think it is 
an investment. We spend it because we 
love the sport. It is an investment, of 
course, in good will and the friends you 


make. But I’m in the business because 
I love the sport, not because I want to 
get rich. I do wish more dealers would 
actively support local competition events 
and riders.'' 

Enderson's comments on legislation 
directly concerned with motorcyclists 
were brief and pointed. ‘‘The image of 
the motorcyclist has improved consider- 
ably since I first became involved in 
this business. I personally feel that a 
great deal of this improvement can be 
traced directly to the Honda company 
and their excellent advertising pro- 
grams. The Honda breakthrough with 
their first good, lightweight bikes 
changed the whole image of the motor- 
cyclist. Motorcycles are for everyone 
now, not just the wild few who used to 
ride. But even though things have 
changed, there are still controls placed 
upon us which seem unfair, Safety equip- 
ment is a prime example. Being very 
much involved in competition, I am 
fully aware of the value of safety equip- 
ment, Personally I would not ride a 
bike without adequate safety equipment,

However, I do think it is unfair to 
legislate such controls as have been 
legislated in various cities and states. 
The wearing of safety equipment should 
be left up to the good judgment of the 
individual riding the bike.’’ 

Besides the ever increasingly popular 
Honda, Burien Honda also handles the 
Triumph and Montesa marques. Local 
advertising is primarily channeled 
through newspapers and theaters. *«We 
don't make a big deal of local adver- 
tising," Mr. Enderson said. **The mar- 
ques provide most of our advertising 
material and we spend our money in the 
competition events. Every happy motor- 
cyclist that leaves this shop launches a 
small advertising campaign of his own 
anyway. That’s the best kind of adver- 
tising.’’ 

Motorcycling is a great sport and 
men like Jack Enderson have helped it 
gain the popularity it enjoys today, 
**You know," Enderson said in conclu- 
sion, “if people ride motorcycles here, 
where it rains three times every day, 
then its got to be a great sport."

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Were the three straight upsets last 
Saturday night in the TT events an indi- 
cation of things to happen this Friday 
night when the Ascot half-milers take 
their final ride and lay all three oval 
titles on the line? 

Dusty Coppage, Marty MacDonald and 
Steve Ellsworth rode the best races of 
their careers to win the races and the 
titles, None were pre-race favorites to 
win. 

Coppage has been showing flashes off 
and on all season and has been long 
overdue for a big win, Van Leeuwen 
missed in his bid to become the only 
Expert ever to win all the local titles. 
He missed by one. Nobody was more 
surprised than Skip when Dusty went 
bombing by on the 17th lap and took the 
lead for the second time. 

MacDonald has always been known as 
a half-miler first and a TT’er a distant 
second. Marty was top Novice oval rider 
in these parts last year and has been 
buried away down in the Amateur TT 
standings all this season. 

He had to ride a perfect race to de- 
feat Larry Wilburn who rode well enough 
to win just about any other time. This 
win was by far the biggest upset of the 
night, 

The Triumph Brigade was only dented 
once this year in the Expert class and 
not at all in the Amateur division. Dave 
Palmer and his Norton came up as one- 
time winners in the Expert class and 
Roger Goldthwaite on his Enfield missed 
by one lap of winning an Amateur final, 
It was Triumph the rest of the way. 

The Novice class was loaded this year 
with future top-rated talent, Brand win- 
ners during the season included Bultaco, 
BSA, Montesa, Greeves and Suzuki. 

Bultaco reverted to the National sys- 

tem for the final night and really loaded 
the field with top Novice riders and it 
paid off for their biggest sweep this 
season. 
: Unknown Steve Ellsworth came up as 
the winner, He is a student of Rich 
Thorwaldson's and a good one he is. 
Rich was also a top Novice and Amateur 
and was one of two first-year Experts 
to sit in the State Championship final 
this year. 

Don Hughes has run consistently in 
TT events at Ascot most of the year and 
is one of the better Dist. 36 first year 
riders. Both Ellsworth and Hughes are 
basically TT riders-only who will be 
Amateurs next year, 

Now it’s on to the final race of the 
year at Ascot and this one is on the 
half-mile this coming Friday night, 

If the current thinking prevails then 
Dan Haaby Phil Todd and Rick Durkee 
will not win the Main Events. Don’t et 
on it as the half-milers are far more 
consistent in their winning ways than 
those of the once-a-month TT riders, 

Some of the highlights of the final 
race this week will find the current 
“BSA Wrecking Crew” racing for the 
last time ever. The unofficial three- 
rider team of Haaby, Tanner and White 
is being disbanded with Haaby taking his 
last ride on a BSA before switching 
brands for next season, 

The three have been together since 
1965 and are nationally known. Both 
White and Tanner have not enjoyed one 
of their better seasons this year but it 
has been the best for Haaby who finishes 
his third year as an Expert.

Haaby goes into the final race for the 
state title with the same record that was 
held by Van Leeuwen in TT events. He 
has won all of the major races this year 
at Ascot, plus the point title. Like Van 
Leeuwen, Haaby is also the defending 
State Champion from the *66 race. 

With the BSA team breaking up one of 
the major highlights, another will find 
the return of Jimmy Odom who never has 
lost a half-mile or TT main event at 
Ascot this year.

three TT's. Jimmy comes back to bow 
out as an Amateur and will also be 
taking his last ride for Triumph before 
switching brands for next season. Odom 
has not been on a racing cycle for nearly 
three months and had to miss the TT on 
doctor's orders, He will be ready this 
Friday. 

In the Novice class young Rick Durkee 
says goodbye to the green plates and the 
lightweights and tries to extend his

He has gone on to become of the best 
looking lightweight racers to ever come 
out of Ascot. Only Dave Smith can com- 
pare when it comes to smooth ability 
and riding style. 

The last big item for the final race 
finds the Kawasaki dealers giving away 
free a new machine off of a drawing that 
has found fans filling out coupons all 
season long. 

Haaby, Todd and Durkee have their 
work cut out for them and only the races 
themselves this Friday will tell if the 
half mile is to follow the pattern set 
down by the TT riders last Saturday.

Movie Review: 


HELL'S ANGELS 
ON WHEELS 




















Now that the Hells Angels of Northern 
California have obtained their Screen 
Actors Guild cards, they are working 
steady in frontof the Hollywood cameras. 
As the co-stars of this Western on 
choppers, the HA's steal every scene 
from Jack Starrett who plays the turned- 
on looking cop. But after all, how much 
entertainment value is there in a char- 
acter whose only dialogue is countless 
repetition of, *«I' m ong getcha!’’ Thereis 
another character whose name and per- 
formance I forget who is supposed to 
pass for a good guy, but he doesn't 
stand a democrat's chance in Sacramento 
to the foreground forensics of the HA's. 

Using Hunter Thompson's report on 
the Hells Angels as a symopsis, episode 
after scene of HA legends unreels: The 
fight in the bar, the acidparty, stamped- 
ing farmers cattle, the HA busted ona 
phony rap. One scene of the first fights 
stands out in memory: the opponent’s 
head swished in the- commode hastily 
vacated by the fat girl, 

There is some consolation perhaps in 
reflecting that Hells Angels on Wheels, 
with its remarkable technicalbrilliance, 
has exhausted the store of outrage to 
which a movie goer will submit before 
he turns, Jekyll-like, before your eyes; 
into an outlaw of society. Asitis with all 
forms of melodrama, the bad guys seem 
to have the most fun. But now they've 
taken away the man in the white hat and 
replaced him with a duncolored non- 
participant with whom it is impossible 
to identify. Perhaps in this substitution 
the film reflects current American so- 
ciety more faithfully than the two-fisted 
hero of old. These days, law and order 
knows it can't lose. As long as itdoesn't 
violate anyone's constitutional rights. 

The cop only has to hook his thumb in 
his belt, shift his stogie and wait for the 
computer to tell him who dunnit. No more 
do the bad guys shoot it out. They get 
out on bail, 

Such commonplace, everyday business 
between the forces of good and evel can 
be tolerated by an audience used to 
documentaries, but not for long. If the 
Hells Angels epic is to survive as a 
genre, the scriptwriters will have to put 
somebody in a role you can root for, 
An audience wants to care what happens 
to the characters. Only the leader of the 
pack seemed calculated to attract your 
sympathy. When at the end he crashes 
and burns in flames in a really phony- 
looking scene, the moviegoer feels 
neither grief nor joy at his alleged 
dying. Would you believe they'll revive 
him somehow in time to star in the 
sequel which should be out shortly, 
probably titled “Son of Hells Angels 
on Wheels?”
